For Lillian is the child of 
poor parents. 
She was iil and emaci­ 
ated when she was snatched from her 
carriage in front of a KMeat store 
In which ner mother was mak ing pu r­ 
chases. 
There was no enemy in the 
world k now’n i> Peter McKenzie an* 
hi» wife, and th re has been no trace 
of a body to point to the crime of a 
warpeo mind or one torn by a fan­ 
cied wrong. 
U is a k idnaping appar­ 
ently withou t a reason. 
The police, baffled at every point, 
have hu ng their hope on the theory 
that the child was stolen from the 
carriage by a beggar woman, one of 
those derelicts of society.

lieve the woman intend« to u se the 
sick ly look ing child to inspire pity 
and wring dole from a pu blic that 
-does not pity easily.

OttawJ, Ont., Au g. 25.—The voters 
of Ontario will vote on a beer and 
wine referendu m in 
the 
spring of 
1924, 
according 
to 
annou ncement 
made here by government representa­ 


tive» 
These offleials foresee the Ontario 
provincial government piling u p year­ 
ly profits that will equ al those of her 
sister province, Qu ebec, now reported 
to have made $3,000,000 du ring the 
year of her “wet” policy. 
With the annou ncement that the 
Conservative government u nder Pre­ 
mier Howard Fergu son are preparing 
to set the stage for a “wet” hope, the 
prohibition 
leaders are initiating a 
"dry” campaign, and the battle for 
votes promises to be a lively one. 
With the beer and wine referendu m 
vote iu sight, the „ Fergu son govern­ 
ment is already starting to withdraw 
many of the “blu e” laws pa» sed by 
the late farmer government, with the 
resu lt that. Ontario, formerly k nown 
among her sister provinces as “On­ 
tario the good,” is slowly bu t su rely 
having the lid pried off. 
One of the hrst moves made by the 
Fergu son government has saved the 
taxpayers many thou sands of dollars. 
This was the abolishment of the com­ 
mission investigating the titanic hy­ 
dro-electric 
system. 
Another 
move 
was the k illing of the proposed farm­ 
er government “blu e sk y law." 
The 
anti-racing Mil, that was a k nock ou t 
blow to American papers fu rnishing 
racing information, has been tak en to 
the cou rt* and is now all set for the 
shelf. 
While annou ncing that the present 
Ontario temperance 
laws 
mu st be 
obeyed and instru cting the police to 
see that they are obeyed, the premier 
believes that the time is ripe and that 
the people of the province want a 
vote on a beer and wine referendu m 
This bill will lik ely carry and it will 
mean one more front that the Amer­ 
ican prohibition forces will have to 
watch as closely as they do Qu ebec.

Pinchot Accepts Task and Will Get 
In Tou ch Promptly With Represen­ 
tatives of the Anthracite Operators 
and 
Miners—Federal 
Government 
Also to Continu e Efforts to Prevent 
a Tieu p. 


Washington, 
Au g. 
25.—President 
Coolidge called in Governor Pinchot 
of Pennsylvania and requ ested him to 
mak e a fu rther effort to mediate the 
differences 
between 
the 
anthracite 
miners and operators and avert 
the 
strik e threatened for Sept. 1. 
Governor Pinchot accepted the task 
and left immediately for Harrisbu rg, 
where he promptly will get in tou ch 
with the tw'o warring factions. 
The 
governor said he had 
not 
decided 
whether he wou ld su mmon the oppo*- 
ing leader* from Atlantic City singly 
or jointly. 
He will follow whichever 
method seems to hold ou t the best 
hope of bringing an agreement. 
With this development the main ef­ 
fort to save the cou ntry from a tiara 
oal tieu p and possibly a sympathetic 
strik e in the soft coal fields i» trans­ 
ferred from the national capital to 
the Pennsylvania state capital. 
The 
white hou se said that this action did 
not mean that Governor Pinchot “has 
issu med anything or that the Fnited 
state» has abandoned anything.” 
The new plan, the spok esman on 
behalf of President Coolidge stated, 
is merely one of co-operation between 
the governor and the federal au thor­ 
ities. 
The federal government, it wa3 
fu rther asserted, has not relaxed in 
its effort» to prevent a strik e, bu t has 
sou ght the aid of the Pennsylvania 
state au thorities becau se they have 
“ju risdiction more intimate and com­ 
plete over propt'rties and persons en­ 
gaged In mining anthracite thau that 
held by the 
United States au thori­ 
ties.” 
The anthracite indu stry is con­ 
fined entirely within the borders of 
Pennsylvania. 
The governor has a 
state license system and other regu ­ 
latory powers throu gh which he may 
deal with th© situ ation. 
A possible sympathetic strik e by 
the bitu minou s miners, if the hard 
( oal work ers go ou t slept. 1, was giv­ 
en some consideration by government 
officials. 
Open threats 
were made 
that 
the 
Sherman 
a ntitru s t 
law 
wou ld be invok ed to combat su ch a 
movement. 
One high offleials said 
su ch a sympathetic strik e manifestly 
wou ld be a conspiracy in restraint ot 
trade u nder the Sherman law. 
At the department of ju stice it was 
said the legal branch of the govern­ 
ment wou ld be ready to act in the 
strik e when directed to do so by the 
president. 
Agent« of the department 
already have made a theoretical ex­ 
amination of the points of iu w which 
may be involved, so that action will 
not be delayed shou ld it become nec­ 
essary.

2 5—The 
action of President Coolidge in plac­ 
ing Governor Pinchot of Pennsylvania 
iu virtu al charge of the au thracite 
strik e situ ation took miner* and op­ 
erators by su rprise.

that the president himself had not 
tak en a direct hand in attempting to 
bring abou t a settlement.

Mr. Mcllhenny has for some time 
owned 78,000 acres of ground, and 
only a fevr days ago obtained 22,000 
acres more In the wild fowl feeding 
grounds. 
Safety for Birds. 
With his acquisition of the ground 
the millions of duck, geese and other 
game birds 
which 
come 
from 
the 
north to feed here in winter are as- * 
sured of permanent feeding grounds | 
and permanent, protection against un- j 
scrupulous 
hunters 
and 
commercial i 
exploitation, 
Mr. Mcllhenny has announced no 
plans with regard to (he tract he has 
acquired other than to say that game j 
will 
be protected and 
safeguarded. 
With 
tills 
100,000 
acres 
in 
hands 
friendly to wild life, game will be 
safeguarded in nil the territory from 
the mouth of the Mississippi to Texas. 
Seventy-live

Circulatory System 
of Cow Illustrated 


To Sho w Dilrerence in Pro ­ 
teins Pro v ided by Feeds. 
"■ 
• 
(Prepared by the United States Department 
o f Agriculture.) 
The circulatory system of the cow, 
witn “blood” actually flowing through 
the arteries and veins, wdil be illus­ 
trated in a model to be shown by the 
United States Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture at the national dairy show to 
be held this fall at Syracuse, N. Y. 
In the large model now being made 
by the office of exhibits liquids will 
circulate through glass tubes of vari­ 
ous sizes, illustrating how nourish­ 
ment is taken up from the digestive 
tract and carried to the udder, there 
to be used in the m anufacture of 
milk. 
One of the objects of this visual 
method is to show the differeuce in 
the 
proteins 
provided 
by 
various 
feeds. 
The cow model will be de­ 
signed to show how the proteins of 
the feed are broken up by the di­ 
gestive system into the constituent 
amino acids, which are transported in 
the blood stream to the mammary 
gland (the udder), where the neces­ 
sary amino acids are taken out of the 
blood and built up Into proteins of 
tiie milk. 
By means of this exhibit the De­ 
partment of Agriculture hopes to bring 
out forcibly that it is not only neces­ 
sary to have in the ration proteins 
furnishing 
certain 
kinds 
of 
amino 
acids, hut in order to prevent waste 
it is necessary that the amino acids 
be present in the right proportion. 
This means it is necessary to have 
the right combination of proteins in 
the feed. The use of proteins in m ak­ 
ing milk ma*» he compared to the use 
of boards in building a house. Boards 
of various lengths are needed in a 
house. 
In building up milk 
many 
different amino acids are needed, and 
usually these cannot all be obtained 
from the protein of one kind of feed, 
or at least not in the proper propor­ 
tions to prevent waste.

The Chilean islands of San Ambro- 
sio and San Felix are mere pinpoints 
of rock in the Pacific ocean and never 
have been inhabited by man.

the only life which the islands support 
Is that of a few stunted, desert shrubs 
and a few seals and sea birds, says a 
bulletin of the National Geographic so­ 
ciety. 
The islands were discovered in 
1574 by the same Juan Fernandez who 
discovered and gave his name to the 
equally Isolated land that later be­ 
came “Robinson Crusoe’s island," 5oO 
miles to the south.

With the beer and wine referendum 
vote iu sight, the „ Ferguson govern­ 
ment is already starting to withdraw 
many of the “ blue" laws passed by 
tile late farm er government, with the 
result that Ontario, formerly known 
among lier sister provinces as "On­ 
tario the good," is slowly but surely 
having the lid pried off.

100,000 AGRES UNDER GUARD

Orleans.—Re-enforced

Toy, by the moral support of the state 
Louisiana, to which he only recent­ 
ly conveyed the Rockefeller, Sage and 
Iney-Mcllhenny game preserves, and 
y good sportsmen everywhere, Bd- 
(ward Avery Mcllhenny is now under­ 
taking a new stewardship in the inter­ 
est of wild life protection. 
Already an informal adviser and 
overseer for the state in connection 
with more than 500 square miles of 
territory, Mr. Mcllhenny bus taken con­ 
trol of some 100,000 acres of land in 
the heart of the Gulf coast game re­ 
gions. 
Mr. Mcllhenny bat for some time 
owned 78,000 acres of ground, and 
only a few days ago obtained 22,000 
acres more in the wild fowl feeding 
grounds. 
Safety for Birds. 
With his acquisition of the ground 
the millions of duck. geese and other 
game birds 
which 
come from 
tile 
north to feed here in winter are as­ 
sured of permanent feeding grounds 
and permanent protection against un­ 
scrupulous hunters and commercial 
exploitation. 
Mr. Mcllhenny has announced no 
plans with regard to the tract lie has 
acquired other than to say that game 
will 
he protected and safeguarded. 
With 
this 
100,000 
acres in 
hands 
friendly to wild life, game will be 
safeguarded in nil the territory from 
the mouth of the Mississippi to Texas. 
Seventy-live 
miles 
of 
coast 
line 
along the gulf will he protected, and 
the total am i Inland is approximately 
700 square miles. 
This territory in­ 
cludes the Rockefeller foundation of 
88,000 acres, 
the 
Italney-McIIhenny 
and Louisiana state wild life refuges 
of 02,000 acres, tile Huge foundation 
of 78,000 acres and the property now 
controlled by Mr. Mcllhenny. 
The 
Gulf of Mexico is the south line and 
White lake and the Louisiana rice 
fields 
form the northern boundary. 
Needless to say this territory Is 
a 
paradise for birds coming from as far 
north as the Arctic circle to feed for 
the winter 
as well as for hunters, if 
they could get into Hie grounds and 
run wild. 
Hires Own Wardens. 
Sportsmen 
generally are 
familiar 
with Mr. Mcllhenny’* work In the di­ 
rection of game conservation. 
Begin 
Ding several years ago, he devoted 
much time and money to acquiring 
ground for the game preserves. 
Be 
sides giving land of his own, he ob­ 
tained grants from others.

To Show Difference in Pro­ 
teins Provided by Feeds.

Durham Discovered. 
Durham university (England) stu­ 
dents 
have Just 
staged scenes from 
their 
history. 
Their pageant 
com­ 
menced with the traditional milking 
of the dun cow in the market square 
nearly 1,000 years ago. 
Then, with 
the aid of a giant microscope applied 
to pieces of rag, paper and stones, Hie 
‘•Bishop” announced Hie discovery of 
Durham. 
Terrified 
by 
threats 
of 
cruel 
torture, 
“King 
John’' 
was 
compelled 
to 
sign 
Magna 
Charta. 
Grlm-viSitged knights carried braziers, 
bot coals, and irons, with which they 
tortured and put to death unwilling 
victims before the king's eye*. 
King 
John accordingly capitulated, aud wiiU 
a pen three yards long carried by two 
knights, and dipped into a receptacle 
in a milk float, be signed a parchment 
of vast dimensions. 


Costly Cricket Ball. 
What is probably the most costly 
cricket bail in the world is in the 
possession of a wealthy tradesman Iii 
Melbourne, Australia. 
It is mounted 
on ebony and shielded by a glass case, 
and its value is placed at $100, al­ 
though five times that amount would 
not buy it. its owner left England BO 
years ago and arrived In Australia 
with $15 and the cricket ball, which 
had been presented to bim by the 
members of a cricket club to which 
he had belonged. In the middle of tile 
ball $100 was placed.

(Pr«p»red by the United States Departm ent 
of Agriculture.) 
The circulatory system of the cow, 
with “blood’’ actually flowing through 
the arteries and veins, wlil be illus­ 
trated in a model to be shown by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture at the national dairy show to 
be held this fall at Syracuse, N. Y. 
In the large model now being made 
by the office of exhibits liquids will 
circulate through glass tubes of vari­ 
ous sizes, Illustrating how nourish­ 
ment is taken up from the digestive 
tract and carried to the udder, there 
to be used in the manufacture of 
milk. 
One of the objects of this visual 
method is to shew the difference in 
the 
proteins 
provided 
by 
various 
fe«*ds. 
Tile cow model will be de­ 
signed to show bow the proteins of 
the feed are broken up by the di­ 
gestive system into the constituent 
amino acids, which are transported in 
the blood stream to the mammary 
gland (the udder), where the neces­ 
sary amino acids are taken out of the 
blood and built up into proteins of 
the milk. 
Bv means of this exhibit the De­ 
partment of Agriculture hopes to bring 
out forcibly that it is not only neces­ 
sary to have in the ration proteins 
furnishing 
certain 
kinds 
of amino 
acids, lint in order to prevent waste 
it is necessary that the amino acids 
be present in the right proportion. 
Ttiis means it is necessary to have 
the right Combination of proteins in 
the feed. The use of proteins in mak­ 
ing milk mail be compared to the use 
of boards in building a house. Boards 
of various lengths are needed in a 
hOU*e. 
In building up milk many 
different amino acids are needed, and 
usually these cannot all be obtained 
from the protein of one kind of feed, 
or at least not in the proper propor­ 
tions to prevent waste. 


Some year* ago a boy in Australia 
was tripping rabbits, and his dog, 
scratching at a hole, exposed a mass of 
yellowish rock. 
The boy, who knew 
the country to be gold bearing, told his 
father that he believed he had “struck 
It rich.” 
The father, however, pooh- 
poohed the idea, but when at last the 
boy persuaded him to go to the spot, he 
found that what his son said was tree. 
A mine was started and since then It Is 
estimated that $50,000 has been made 
as a result of the dog’s discovery. 
One 
of the most valuable dada made with 
the help of an animal was in Montana, 
where a sapphire ledge was revealed 
to the eyes of a badger trapper. The 
man was setting his trap* one day 
when his hand encountered something 
hard in the earth thrown out by the 
animals in their burrowlngs. 
Closer 
Investigation revealed a number of sap­ 
phires. 
Today the trapper is a rich 
man. 
In Africa a small diamond find 
was once made by a man who discov­ 
ered a diamond in the gizzard of a 
goose, and explored all its feeding 
places till he found the valuable one. 
The finding of a small piece of gold In 
a dog's paw, responsible for a gold 
‘‘rush” In Alaska, recalls other In­ 
stances of animals which have pointed 
out the path to prosperity to their 
owners.

Crusoe isle’* Two Bleak Sisters. 
The Chilean islands of San Ambro­ 
sin and San Felix are mere pinpoints 
of rock in the Pacific ocean and never 
have been Inhabited by man. 
About 
the only life which the islands suppor t 
Is that of a few stunted, desert shrubs 
and a few seals and sea birds, says a 
bulletin of the National Geographic so­ 
ciety. The islands were discovered in 
1574 by the same Juan Fernandez who 
discovered and gave his name to the 
equally isolated land that later be­ 
came ‘‘Robinson Crusoe’s Island,” 500 
miles to the south. The islands were 
Spanish territory by virtue of this dis­ 
covery and passed to Chile when that 
country attained its Independence. San 
Ambrette, which Is two miles long by 
a half-mile wide, Is entirely waterless.

Seneca, in one of his letters, 
describes a visit which he paid to a 
villa which had formerly belonged to 
the great Scipio; he waxes sentimental 
over the primitive bathing accommoda­ 
tions which he found there as com­ 
pared with the luxury of his own Age, 
says the Detroit News. 
Scipio's bath­ 
room was dingy and dark, with plaster 
walls Instead of marble; the water 
could be warmed, but there were no 
facilities for boiling oneself as in the 
days of Nero, nor was the water fil­ 
tered; and Indeed, says Seneca, when 
the streams were flooded, Scipio must 
have bathed in mud. 


Pure Strain Selections 
of Potatoes Win Favor 
According to reports received by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, tests made in New York state 
under the supervision of Cornell uni­ 
versity show that pure-strain selec­ 
tions of potatoes are much superior 
to those ordinarily grown by farmers 
In that section. 
The pure-strain se­ 
lections were developed from a single 
tuber and were subjected to a two 
year commercial test on several farms 
where they were grown side by side 
with the farmers’ own selection. The 
average of all the tests for the two 
years showed an advantage of 48 bush­ 
els to the acre in favor of the pure 
strain over the ordinary kinds grown 
on these farms. 
All the soil and cul­ 
tural conditions were the same on 
each farm for the pure strain and 
the others.

Investigations by the 
Legion and other Veterans' oigoniza- i 
Hoi i s and the Department of J u s !Ice 
have disclosed that entire proceeds of 
publications go Into the pockets of 
persons who did not serve in the war, 
and who capitalise the patriotism of 
the American public and the reputa­ 
tion of World war fighters to enrich 
themselves. 
Salesm en often peddle the publica­ 
tions with th e plea of “help ex-sol­ 
diers” ; “proceeds help disabled men” ; 
“wounded m yself in France, and ( a n ­ 
not get a job."
